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OF WHAT PRACTICAL VALUE 
Marquis E. Shattuck 


To the initiated, genealogical study requires no defense. But to the uniniti- 
ated, the time and energy spent in tracing family lineage appears to be the consumme- 
tion of the vanities. Probably every amateur and every would-be genealogist has fre- 
quently been asked the question "Of what practical value is research into family his- 
tory?" The qestion is a netural one in this dav and land where everything is judged 
in terms of current worth end measurable value. Educators are aware of the present- 
day practice--and are themselves a party to it--of inquiring into the worth of every 
subject in the school curriculum. Consequently students of the family tree should 
not be too sensitive to the repeated and sometimes insistent interrogation as to the 
value of all this genealogical research. 


Of the personal returns from the hours spent in the historical library or 
visiting court houses and old cemeteries, little need be said. The value of a hobby 
to the individual is established. When that hobbv takes on the fascination of a de- 
tective story ox the absorbing aspects of scientific research, then one loses him- 
self in a most compelling avocation. The pursuit, discovery, and evaluetion of his- 
torical data is engaging. When this eearch concerns the lives of real people, some 
of whom were one s own forebearers, the experience becomes exciting, high adventure, 


But there are practical social values to this genealogical study. A brief re- 
view of some of the work of our Detroit Society for Genealogical Research including 
activities of individual members, often working independently, may answer for our 
newer members this query of value. Through the monthly meetings, the columns of the 
magazine, and the work of standing committees our members share records, exchange 
experieiices, suggest methods of work and sources of materiel, and gain the inspira= 
tion of woiking together and listening to specialists in historical research and re- 
lated fields. The contributions of records and statistics for publication or filing 
with the Society are becoming significant. These include old cemetery records, old 
letters, family Bible records, and excerpts from diaries. Many family histories 
have been written by members and a number of the briefer ones have been published in 
the magazine. The collection and the compilation of family data have beon racilita- 
ted through record forms prepared and distributed *t cost to the membership. The 
query column hac aided many discouraged seerchers. As individvals ond as a Society 
we have cooperated with other local historical societies and in perticular with the 
Burton Historical Collection. Through donating books, indexing periodicals, and pro- 
moting interest in the facilities and services of the Burton Library and affording 
cooperation in the proper use of these facilities, the objectives of our society are 
in great measure realized. 


These represent a few of the more immediate goals of our membership. They do 
not note many of the satisfying by-products of our work. In the preparation of these 
family histories many valuable suggestions have been shared and through this many 
friendships formed. Moreover, painstaking research brings a proper evaluation of 
one's progenitors. Fer from becoming a society for ancestry worship, members come 
to know their ancestors as they were--human beings with faults anc virtuas. This ap- 
praisal of the earlier generations, however, brings inevitably an appreciation of 
the loyalties end sacrifices which created end mainteined the 7uncamontal institution 
of our socisty--the family and the home. And this renewed erpreciation of the source 
of good citizenship evokes not worship of the past but a challenge for the present 
and new courage for the future.

SO!'E OLD STORIES 
By Minnie Dubbs Millbrook 


As femily searchers well know, old famil: stories and traditions canrot be 
taken literally. Yet they are worth a most determined search with the hope of find- 
ing & gesm of truth somewhere within them. A recent acquisition by the Burton 
Historical Collection, of the Patterson family lines, compiled by Herman Baer and 
mide available by Mrs. Ralph Ulveling (Elizabeth Baer), reminds us of one of these 
cid stories that combines so fetchingly, fact and fiction. This particular story 
was mot confined to the family but was rather an item of international small talk 
in its time. Some of its assertions have been disproven many times but so sturdy 
is the tale that after a hundred years the story with its attendant inaccuracies 


still appears. ‘Je read it yesterday in the latest edition of the Encyclopedia 
Britienica. 


The story asserted that John Paterson, son of "Old Mortality" (the char- 
acter, celebrated by Sir ‘lalter Scott in the novel of that name), emigrated to 
America and became the father of the belle of Baltimore, who married in 1803, the 
brother of Napoleon. Further, the story reletes that this same Mr. Paterson also 
had a son Robert, whose widow later became the Countess of Mornington and Marchioness 
of Wellesley. The Marquis of Wellesley was a brother of the Duke of Wellington. 
It was a pretty tale -- the descendants of Old Mortelity (the old Scotch stone m son) 
linked to the conqueror of Europe and to the vanquisher of that conqueror. 


Sir ‘lalter Scott himself heard the story and relished it, although he was 
skeptical of it. In « letter to his friend Train, who had told him the tale, he 
wrote: "I shall hardly venture to mertion the extraordinary connection between the 
Bonaparte family and that of Old Mortality until I learn from you how it is made out; 
whether by contrived correspondence hetween the families of two brothers or other- 
wise. A strain of genius (too highly-toned in the old patriarch) seems to have run 
through the whole family." 


Part of this story is true and part entirely false. The only apparent reason 
for confusing William Patterson of Baltimorewith John Paterson, son of Old Mortality, 
was the likmess of the last name. John Paterson was born in and never left Scot- 
land. William Patterson of Baltimore was born in Ireland of a Scotch family that 
hed been in Ireland more than one generation. Probably William Patterson had heard 
the storv. Certainly he made sure that his true identity might be easily establish- 
ed by posterity. He atteched an autobiographical note to his will: "I was born on 
the first of November, old style, in the year of 1752 at a place called Fanat in 
the County of Donegal, Ireland." 


While the conrection of Old Mortality and the Baltimore merchant is sheer fab- 
ricetion, the rest of the story is true. And it is still a neat story -- the Irish 
immigrent boy linked by the marriage of his children to the two most famous men 
in Europ. 


The Baer manuscript gives in detail the story of the Jerome Bonaparte-Elizabeth 
Patterson marriage and also the marriage of Robert Patterson (son of William) to 
Mary Caton, grand-daughter of Charles Carroll of Carrollton. This later marriage 
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took place in 1818. Robert Patterson died in 1822 and the young widow went to 
Englend where she met and married the Marquis of Wellesley. The Marquis had been 
Governor-General of india for many years previously but at the time of the marriage, 
he was Lord-Lieutenant of Ireland. This fact gives point to another genealogical 
anecdote which turns on this later marriage of Mary Caton. The venerable Charles 
Carroll had become the last surviving signer of the Declaration of Independence by 
1827. On July 4th of that year he was entertained at a banquet in South Carolina, 
where Bishop England proposed this toast to him: "Charles Carroll of Carrollton, 


in the lond from which his grandfather fled in terror, his grand-daughter now reigns 
as queen." 


The romantic tragedy of the Patterson-Bonaparte marriage has been written many 
times. When Jerome Bonaparte came visiting Americe, he met Elizabeth Pattoron at 
a Baltimore ball and they fell in love at first sight. William Patterson strongly 
opposed the match. But when he found the young couple absolutely determined, the 
marriage was celebrated in careful conformity with the American law and the rites of 
the Catholic Church. Napoleon, however, resolutely refused to countenance an al- 
liance that brought with it no political advantage. He had other plans for his 
brother. When the pope refused to annul the marriage, the French Council of State 
conveniently dissolved it. Subsequently, Jerome Bonaparte was married to Princess 
Catherine of Viurttemberg. Only years later was the son of the unfortunate Patterson 
marriage, confirmed in his right to the Bonaparte neme. Any rights of succession 
to the French throne were denied him. This son, another Jerome Bonaparte, married 
an American and became the hoad of the family often celled the Baltimore Bonapartes 
or the American Bonaparte family. The last descendant of the name, Charles Joseph 
Bonaparte, diod in Baltimore in 1945. He was a brilliant lawyer and a member of 
the Cabinet of President Theodore Roosevelt. 


Hannah Patterson, a first cousin of the Baltimore belle, was the American im- 
migrant ancestor of Mrs. Ulveling. Hanneh Patterson came with her husband, Barry 
Hewetson and their children, to South Carolina in 1846, 


The Baer manuscripts also present some material on the Baer line. This is an 
American story, more typical, though less publicized, than the Patterson and Caton 
stories. It is an account of a fourteen year old immigrant boy coming to the lend 
of opportunity, seizing overy means of education and advancement, and as a physician, 
returning a great measure of service to his adopted country. It is a story much 
more significant to America, perhaps, than that of the immigrant William Patterson 
whose children moved among tho great and famous of Europe. At ary rate it is this 
range and diversity of background and experience that makes the study of American 
genealogy so exciting and entertaining.

Samuel Martindale's children and frandchildren, contin- 
ued to center their activities in the liami Valley be- 
tween Dayton and Troy, Ohio, in Montgomery and Miami 
Counties, for many years after the femily originally 
settled there. They lived in an agricultural economy 
and contributed their part in the ur-builcing of one 

of the fairest regions of the state. Though mores or 
less associated with families of Quaker antecedents, 
few, if anv of them, were enrolled ss members of the 
Friends Church. A number of them beceme affiliated 
with the sect kmovn as “lew Lights." The first migration 
from this locality was in 1839 to Warren County, 
Indiene. Other groups later went to Kansas. Several of the grandsons served in the 
Civil War and some of them lost their lives in that war.

Tho records show a Geo. and Rich. Sexton who wont to Amocricr but with o« dis- 
crepancy of ten years. On the 17th of July, 1633, Rich. Scoxton embarked at London 
on the ship Blessing, Capt. John Lester bound for Now Engl-nd. Hoe was, as appears, 
from the officiel register of persons allowed by the government to embark for New 
Eng land (lass. Hist. Soc. Coll. VI I, 3d Sorics 270) only 14 yoars old. Hinman 
soys he was in Windsor es carly ss 1643.

Geo. Soxton of Windsor and Westficld was contomporary of Rich. of ‘Windsor,

F. N. Sexton, 1452 Howerd ‘.ve., Washington, D. C. writes: In osrly New Eng- 

land days there were five Saxtons who como to thoso shoros - Giles, Potor, Thos., 

Rich. and Goorgo. The first two wore Puriten ministors who returned to old England.

"HISTORY OF RCCKINGHA!, V:RMOMT," by Lymen Simpson Hoyes, 1907, pp. 684 and 811, 
The Hyde Femily - The following manuscript, found in 1941 in en old Bible which 
belongs to Mr. Richerd Corr Upton of Mt. Clemens, Michigen, adds to the above re- 
cord, which also has a photo;.raph of the writcr, Russell Hyde. 


"Doctor Dana Hyde wes born in Templeton lass. April 9th 1761. His father wes 
born in Newton Mass and removed to Putney Vt. in 1763. (‘las he Lieut. Joshua Hyde?) 
Doct. Hyde studied liedicine with Doct. Josiah Goodhue of Putnoy Vt. ond locatod in 
Guilford Vt. whero ho lived snd died at the oge of 66 verrs. he was appointed 
Surgcon of the first Rogiment of Vt. Militia which office ho held 30 years. hoe was 
also the first ‘i-erden in the Episcopal Church ct Guilford which office he held at 
the time of his Desth, which took place July 18th 1827 /god 66 years. 

He was marricd to Lucy Fitch December 30th 1788 by which ten Children were born 
to them, oll of which lived to hevo femilies. Their nares vero Lucy, Clerissa, 
Gratic, Dona Jr., Russell, Zonas Fitch, Amolic, Sally, Merv and Melissa Louisa. 
Paul Chasc & Lucy Hydo wore married Janurryv 4th 1809. Simon Stevens ¢ Clarissa 
Hyde were Marricd Janusry 15th 1811.

I wes elected Ropresentstive from Guilford in 1830 & 1832 ond again from the 
Town of Rockingham whore 1 now reside in the Village of Bollows Falls, it being in 
the Southcast corner of Rockingham, end in 1653 & 1854 I was olected Senator of said 
County. Iwas the first man born in Guilford thet was clected to both Houses of the 
Legisleture. I also hold the office of Justice of the Peace from 1830 to 1870, I 
have been Sclectmen & Listur six years, Vestryman six yoars in tho Episcopnl Church, 
Stete Prison Inspector threo years, Post Mestor four yoars ot Bellows Fells.
